We  all  shared  a  tear 
on  November  23rd  when  we  lost  8%  of  our  class  after  the  release  of  World  of  Warcraft;  none  of  them  have  been  seen 
since.

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Copenhagen,  Denmark 


D  Term  2007 


This  IQP,  sponsored  by  the  Engineering  College  of 
Copenhagen,  was  intended  to  increase  interest  in 
engineering  among  middle-  and  high-school  students. 
The  students  developed  six  programs  to  focus  on 
different  aspects  of  engineering  for  the  different  age 
groups.  They  received  a  donation  of  Mindstorms  kits 
from  LEGO  and  used  them  with  high-school  students 
to  demonstrate  aspects  of  mechanical  and  electrical 
engineering  and  computer  science.  They  also  developed  a 
windmill  program  to  teach  middle-school  students  about 
mechanical,  electrical  and  environmental  engineering. 
The  project  group  was  able  to  implement  these  two 
programs  with  local  classes  at  Osterhojskolen  Folkeskole 
and  Christianshavns  Gymnasium.  The  students  greatly 
enjoyed  the  programs  and  the  WPI  group  was  able 
to  create  a  positive  impression  about  engineering  for 
about  seventy  students  in  Copenhagen,  Denmark.

D  Term  2007 


In  the  spring  of  2007,  a  group  of  WPI  students 
traveled  to  Africa  and  researched  domestic  tourism. 
They  looked  into  the  reasons  why  Namibian  people 
aren’t  traveling  within  Namibia,  and  yet  many 
Europeans  are  visiting  their  country.  The  students 
made  recommendations  for  improving  the  industry 
and  encouraging  local  travel.  Other  projects  dealt 
with  rain  water  harvesting  and  providing  electricity 
to  informal  settlements.  Other  students  completed 
projects  involving  the  evaluation  of  the  basin 
management  approach,  research  of  issues  regarding 
sanitation,  and  evaluation  of  the  Polytechnic 
of  Namibia’s  HIV/AIDS  awareness  program. 
During  their  trip,  the  WPI  students  traveled  to  Cape 
Town,  where  they  visited  the  District  6  Museum 
and  the  Robben  Island  prison.  This  special  trip 
allowed  the  students  to  meet  many  local  people 
and  learn  about  the  history  of  the  country. 
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This  project,  sponsored  by  the  International  Institute  of  Tropical  Forestry, 
evaluated  the  effectiveness  of  the  programs  offered  at  Centro  Ambiental  Santa 
Ana  in  San  Juan,  Puerto  Rico.  The  goal  of  this  project  was  to  collect  data  on 
the  educational  programs  at  CASA  by  performing  a  comprehensive  assessment 
through  individual  interviews,  tests,  surveys,  student  evaluations,  and  teacher 
evaluations.  This  qualitative  and  quantitative  data  was  used  to  recommend  a 
standard  education  program  that  will  be  set  as  the  basis  for  CASA.  This  outcome 
fulfilled  the  mission  statement  and  vision  of  the  Center.  During  the  term,  the 
WPI  group  visted  most  of  the  major  attractions  in  Puerto  Rico,  such  as  Old  San 
Juan,  the  Barcardi  Factory,  the  island  ofVieques  and  the  El  Yunque  rain  forest.

D  Term  2007 
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In  E  Term  2007,  a  group  of  students  traveled  to  Wuhan,  China  to  complete 
their  MQP.  Two  projects  were  completed.  One  of  the  of  projects  focused 
on  humanoid  robotics,  creating  a  human-like  robot  that  was  able  to 
walk  realistically  on  two  legs.  The  students  also  supplied  their  company 
sponsor  with  recommendations  on  how  to  further  their  research.  The 
second  project  was  completed  for  Central  Industrial  Supply  in  Wuxi, 
China.  The  group  focused  on  creating  current  and  future  state  value 
stream  maps  which  could  decrease  the  manufacturing  lead  time  by  half. 
They  also  provided  reccomendations  to  improve  current  operations 
within  the  company.

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Limerick,  Ireland 


E  Term  2007 


In  the  summer  of  2007,  a  group  of  students  traveled 
to  Limerick,  Ireland  to  complete  their  MQP.  At  the 
University  of  Limerick,  the  group  designed  a  proof- 
of-concept  device  for  a  low-power,  low-cost  wireless 
surveillance  system  that  was  partially  powered  by  solar 
energy.  The  group  designed  the  camera  node  and 
the  base  station’s  user  interface  that  was  used  by  the 
device.  Their  device  was  capable  of  capturing  pictures 
based  on  motion  detection  and  remote  notification  of 
activity.  This  device  allowed  instantaneous  video  and 
image  streaming  to  online  viewers.  This  prototype  was 
created  to  fill  a  gap  in  the  market  for  low-cost,  highly- 
scalable  surveillance  systems  by  the  group  of  students.

San  Jose,  Coasta  Rica 


E  Term  2007 


In  the  summer  of  2007,  a  group  of  WPI  students 
traveled  to  San  Jose,  Costa  Rica.  The  students  worked 
on  their  project  with  the  National  Cleaner  Production 
Centers,  during  which  they  assessed  the  feasibility  of 
using  bio-diesel  to  power  public  transportation  buses. 
The  group  worked  to  address  issues  concerning  the 
fuel  efficiency,  cost  difference,  and  the  impact  of  using 
bio-diesel  fuels  for  public  transportation.  The  group’s 
findings  were  used  to  assist  in  making  policy  decisions 
regarding  bio-diesel  use  in  the  public  transportation 
system  in  the  city.  They  also  had  the  chance  to 
greatly  improve  their  Spanish-speaking  skills  while 
researching  in  a  work  environment.  While  in  Costa 
Rica,  the  groups  visited  national  parks,  volcanoes, 
rainforests,  and  beaches  on  weekend  trips  outside  of 
the  city. 
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When  a  group  of  WPI  students  traveled  to  London,  England  in  the 
summer  of  2007,  their  project  examined  building  accessibility  available 
to  the  disabled  throughout  the  Borough  of  Merton,  England.  Their 
research  involved  learning  about  individual  disabilities  that  affected 
mobility  and  identifying  buildings  that  were  used  frequently  by  the 
disabled.  These  buildings  were  assessed  for  the  renovations  that  could 
be  useful  in  making  them  more  accessable.  The  team  designed  a  website 
for  building  accessibility  evaluations  as  well  as  Awareness  Plaques  to  be 
placed  on  public  buildings  to  indicate  the  types  of  facilities  available  for 
the  disabled.  Both  the  website  and  the  plaques  were  intended  to  increase 
awareness  about  issues  of  disabled  accessibility  in  the  Borough  of  Merton.

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During  C  Term  of  2008,  a  group  of  students  traveled  to  Nancy, 
France  to  complete  their  MQP.  One  of  the  groups  worked  for 
ENSIC,  a  science  and  engineering  university,  while  another  studied 
the  kinetics  of  MMA  polymerization  in  miniemulsion.
